Regulation size fields for soccer, 
hockey, baseball and football, and ten- 
nis courts, space for various other 
games, a building for recreational pur- 
poses and a children's space with wad- 
ing pool, etc.— all designed for the 
overlap of seasons and beautifully 
planted. 

Similar fields he proposed for South 
Ardmore and South Bryn Mawr, sub- 
ject to the donation of land by public- 
spirited residents. 

As for parkways, he told of a study 
made of the plan in Westchester 
County, New York, and how Lower 
Morion will save money by the co- 
operation of property owners along 
Mill Creek. 

Another bit of township progress, 
he said, is the incineration plant to 
bo erected within a year, to eliminate 
the township dump in Penn Valley.
